Such as thefe I have omitted ; and 
have noticed thofe only in which fome 
improvement could be made, fome errors 
pointed out, and fome littlenefs remov- 
ed. The art of dump-making every little 
artift fuppofes himfelf matter of; but I 
flatter myfelf, that, when he comes to read 
the next chapter, he will be inclined to 
believe, that" the prelent mode is paltry 
and pitiful, and that it is capable of veiy 
great improvements.
